Are the Republicans 
of the State of 
Kentucky. 

They Have Kept Their 
. Word. 

By PaasIngaBIII Reducingthe 
Salaries of the State Of- 
ficials. 

Mr. Greer presented a petition from 
the citixens of Johnson county, asking 
that a phyairian, who has been en- 
gaged in the prac ticeof bis profession 
lor ten years prior to 1896, be enti- 
tled to practice me icine without a 
diploma. The petition was referred 
to tbe Committee on Public Health. 

The bill reducing tbe salaries ci 
Stste officers came up as the special 
order ot the day. The House of Rep- 
resentatives. regardless of politics, is 
determibed to reduce tbe expenses ol 
the State and alter a number of 
amendments had been oflered, passed 
the bill. The bill as passed reads as 
follows: 

An act to reduce and regulate the 
aslaiiea of certain officers and appoint- 
ees of this Commonwealth. 

Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembty of tbe Commonwealth ol Ken- 
tucky: 

Section I. That from and after 
Ihe expiration ol the present terms of 
tbe various State offices and appoint- 
ees herein named, such officers and 
appointees shall have and receive lor 
their annual salaries the amount set 
out and provided in the following sec- 
(ions of this act, which shall be due 
and payable to such officera and ap- 
pointee! in moiithly installments, out 
of tbe Treasury, for which monthly 
installments tbe Auditor of Public 
Accounts shall draw hia warrant on 
the Treasurer in lavor of such officers 
and appointees. 

Sec X. That the annual salary of 
the Governor shall be five thoni- 
ind dollars. The Governor shall 
in addition, be entitled to tbe use and 
occupancy ol the Governor’s maution, 
and the lota and grounds thereto at- 
ttiched now belonging to the Str>te, 
Iree ol tent, together with all the 
lurniture and fixtures now therein, 
luring his term of office; but shall re- 
ceive no other loci lentala at the ex - 
pensc ol the Stale. 

Stc. 3 That the annual salary ol 
ihe Auditor of Public Accounts shall 
1C Ihiee thuiisnnd dollais. which 
shall be paid out of the Treasury up- 
on the requisition of the Governor. 

Sec 4. That the annual salary ol 
tbe Assiataut Auditor ahall be one 
thnu«and eight hundred dollars. 
There ahall also be allowed and paid 
l»r clerical ansistance for the Auditor 
lourteeu thoasand five hundred dol- 
lars per annum, which shall be paid 
also in monthly installments. 

Sec. 5 That the annual salary of 
the Treaaurer ahall be three thousand 
dollars, and no more from any aonree, 
except hia salary as Sinking Fund 
Commisioner. 

Sec 6. That the annual salary of 
the Assistant Treasurer shall be one 
ibuusand two hundred dollars. 

Sec 7. That the annual salary of 
the Attorney General shall be three 
thousand five hundred dollars, which 
shall be paid in lieu of all other lees. 

Sec. 8. That the annual salary ot 
the CommUsloner ul Agriculture, La- 
bor and Statistics shall be one thous-* 
and dollara. 

Sec. 9. That the annual salary of 
the Secretary of State shall be two 
thousand five hundred dollara.. 

Sec. 10. That tbe annual salary of 
the Aaaistant Secretary ot State shall

Sec. 1 1 . Tfiat the annnal salary of 
the Superintendent of Public Inatruc- 
tion shall he two thousand five hun- 
I dred dollars. 

Sec IX. That the annual salaty 
ol the Chief Clerk of Superintendent 
of Public instruction shaft be one 
thousand three hunored dollars. 

Sec. 13 That the annual aalaiy 
of the first Clerk ol tbe Superlntenda 
ent of Public Instruction shall be one 
thousand dollars. 

Sec. 14, That the anoual salary 
of the second Clerk ol the Superin- 
tendent of Public luotruction shall be 
$8oo. 

Sec. 15 That the annual aalary of 
tbe Regiater ol the Land office shall 
be |i,joo. 

Sec. 16. That the annual salary 
of tbe Adjntant General tball be 
|i,xoo. 

Sec. 17. That the annual salary 
of the Ordance Sergeant shall be $600 
and no more from any aomce. 

Sec. 18. That tbeannual salary of 
the State Inspector and Examiner 
shall be Ai,xoo and necessary travel- 
ing expenses when the actual dis- 
charge of his official duties, which ex- 
penses shall be payable monthly, and 
shall be itemixed and verified by said 
Inspectoi, which accounts shall be 
preserveil by tbe Auditor in his office. 

Sec 19. That tbeannual salary of 
the Insurance Commissioner shall be 
$3,000. 

Sec. xo That the anoual salary ol 
the Inspecton of Mines shall be $i.8oo 
and necessary traveling expenses 
when in the actual discharge ot bis | 
duty, which expenses shall he pays- { 
hie monthly, and shall be itemixed 1 
and verified by said Inspector, which 
account shall be preserved by tbe Au- 
ditor iu the office. 

Sec. XI. That tbeannual aalaiy ol 
tbe Assistant Inspector of Mines ahall 
be $t,ooo. 

Sec. XX. That the annual salary of 
the Railroad Commiaaionera shall be 
$1,500 and necessary traveling ex- 
pen sea. 

Sec. X3. That this act shall in no 
wise apply to or eflect any State ol- 
ficer now serving by virtue of an elec 
tioD herein named. 

Sec. X4. That all acts or parts of 
acts relating to the salaries of any of 
the officera or appointees mentioned 
in any of tbe lorcgoing sections of 
this act be, and they are hereby, re- 
pealed, so iar as the, or any part 
thereof, conflict with any part ot the 
provuiona ol this act, and no further. 

Ouly nine membeia voted against 
the hill. They were Messrs. Foree,. 
Gillispie, J. VV. Morgan, Napier, 
Pence, Speight, Andrew Thompson, 
Violett and Carroll, three sound mon- 
ey Democrats, three Repnhlicana and 
three Iree silver Democrats. 

After the joint session several bills 
were advanced to their second readi ng 
and the House then adjourned.

The Democratic Convention last 
week adopted resolutiona, which are 
the moat savage and msliciont we 
have ever seen.

nanseatingeess pools reekiog, in filth 
and breeding crimes and criminals, 
where dicipline is redneed to a farce 
and the moat revolting practices are 
not only permitted among convicts, 
but shared in by the Repablican offi- 
cials in charge of tbe priaona them- 
selvea. Tbe public acbools of the State 
have not escaped the touch or moral 
distemper which the present State ad- 
ministration aeems to have introduc- 
ed The examination ol papers lor 
the aelection of teachers for the chil- 
dren of the State have been peddled 
out to those who were able to bay.aud 
the whole school system has been per- 
mitted to go backward. 

The Treasury of the State has been 
emptied to pay Republican 6ffice-boId- , 
ers, while hundreds of men irom the | 
farms who hold claims against the | 
Slate have been forced to remain un- 
paid, and repudiation has been prac- ! 
ticed when theae claims have been 1 
tendered and refused in payment ot 
taxes. 

The moral toneof thepublic service 
has been lowered until under the dome 
of the State Capitol bribery is at- 
tempted if not in fact consummated 
in an effort to secure tbe election of a 
Republican United States Senator. In 
this effort more than $1,000.00 of the 
people's money is being watted ev- 
ery day by a Republican Legislature 
which seems incompetent to accom- 
plish this or any other thing. 

The present Republican Governor 
made bis campaign upon lalse allega- 
tions ol dishonesty on tbe part of 
honest Democrats and tbe alleged in- 
ability ol the Democratic authorities 
to enforce the law; yet under ais ad- 
ministration lawlessness has been 
mote prevalent in Kentucky than ev- 
er before; more than $2,000,000 00 of 
private property has been rendered 
worthless and numbers of murders 
commited by mobs, and yet there are 
laws before this Governor and his 
party's officials for tbe pnnishment 
ol these mobs, hut no one has been 
brought to justice. Under Republic- 
an domination to taxable property of 
Kentucky has fallen off more than 
$70 .000,000 in value and ol the public 
proper ity ol the State nearly $i,ooo,- 
000 has been destroyed entirely. Tbe 
laws ot the State have fallen into dis- 
respect among the people and lawless- 
ness everywhere prevails. 

In the national Government whose 
present bead was balled as ‘‘the ad- 
vanced guard ot prospeaity’’ we see 
DO promise save the added hardibips 
to the poor and bounties to the rich 
and powerful; taxes are to be increas- 
ed by tbe additionol moie than $130,- 
000,000 per year to the already heavy 
burden the people are bearing, while 
diatieas and disaster are spreading 
over the land, leaving ruin and bank- 
ruptcy to mark tne conrte of vicious 
legislation. 

It it now five month! since the elec- 
tion which placed the Republicans in 
control ol the National Government; 
every day since that election has wit- 
nessed tbe increasing failure of finan- 
cial inatitutions all over tbe country, 
individual and aggregate insolvency 
opioonling to alarming sums, Ihe ex 
panaion ol trusts and monopolies 
which Republicanism Is pledged to 
promote aud the constant decrease in 
the ability ol tbe American [>eople to 
aucccNsiully carry on the huainesa of 
the country under exiatiug oonditiona.

Mr. Greer presented a petition from 
the citizens of Johnson county, asking 
that a phyaician, who has been en- 
gaged in the prac ticeof his prolesaion 
lor ten years prior to 1896, be enti- 
tled to practice me icine without a 
diploma. The petition waa rrferred 
to the Committee on Public Health. 

The bill reducing the aalarlea ci 
State officers came up as the special 
order ol the day. The House of Rep- 
renentatives. regardless of politics, is 
determitaed to reduce the rz|)enses ol 
the State and niter a number of 
amendments had been offered, passed 
the bill. The bill as passed reads os 
follows; 

An act to reduce and regulate the 
■alsi lea of certain officers and appoint- 
ees of this Commonwealth. 

Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth ol Ken- 
tucky: 

Section I. That from and after 
ihe expiration ol the present terms oi 
the vanoua State offices and appolnt- 
eet herein named, such officers and 
appointees shall have and receive lor 
their annual salaries the amount act 
out ami provided in the following sec 
tiona ol this act, which shall be due 
and payable to such officers and ap- 
pointees in mo|ithly installments, out 
oi the Treasury, for which monthly 
installmeuts the Auditor of Public 
Accounts shall dmw hia warrant on 
the Treasurer in lavor of such officers 
and appointees. 

Sec. a That the annual salary of 
the Governor shall be five thous- 
ind hollars. The Governor shall 
in addition, be entitled to the use and 
occupancy ol the Governor's mansion, 
and the lota and grounds thereto at- 
t:iched now belonging to Ihe Stnte, 
tree ol tent, together with all the 
lurnitnre and fixtures now therein, 
luring hia term ol office; but bhall re 
ceive no other inci lentals at the ex - 
pen>>e ol the State. 

S«c 3 That the snnnal salary of 
ihe Auditor oi Public Accounts shall 
w thiee lh-)iiH.and dolUia, which 
ahull be pai-l out of the Treasury up- 
on the rc<iuisitioii of the Governor. 

Sec 4. That Ihe annual salary ol 
the Assistant Auditor shall be one 
thousand eight hundred dollars. 
There shall also be allowed and paid 
i'>r clerical assistance for the Auditor 
tourteen thousand five hundred dol- 
lars per annum, which uball be paid 
also in monthly installments. 

Sec. 5 That the annual salary of 
the Treasurer sbatl be three thousand 
(lollars, and no more Irom any source, 
except his salary as Sinking Fund 
Commieioner. 

Sec 6. Tbst the annual salary of 
the Assistant Treasurer shall be one 
ibousand two hundred dollars. 

Sec 7. That the annual salary of 
the Attorney General shall be three 
thousand five hundred dollata. which 
shall be paid in lieu of all other lees. 

Sec. 8. That the annual salary ol 
the Commissioner ol Agriculture, La- 
bor and Statistics shall be one thous. 
and dollars. 

Sec. 9. That the annual salary of 
the Secretary of Stale shall be two 
thousand five hundred dollars..

Sec 19. That tbe annual salary of 
the Insurauce Commissioner shall be 
(3.000. 

Sec. 30 That the annual salary oi 
tbe Inspecton of Mines shall be (1.800 
and necessary traveling expenses 
when in the actual discharge ol bis 
duty, which expentes shall be paya- 
ble monthly, and ahall be itemized 
and verified by said Inspector, which 
account shall be preserved by the Au- 
ditor in the office. 

See. 31, That the annual salaiy ol 
tbe Assistant Inspector of Mines shall 
be (1,000. 

Sec. 33. That tbe annual salary of 
the Railroad Commissioners ahall be 
(1,500 and necessary traveling ex- 
penses. 

Sec. 33. That tbia act shall in no 
wise apply to or efiect any State of- 
ficer now serving by virtue of an elec 
tion herein named. 

Sec. 34. That all acts or parts of 
acts relating to the salaries of any of 
the officers or appointees mentioned 
in any of tbe foregoing sections of 
this act be, and they are hereby, re- 
pealed, so tar as the, or any part 
tbereoi, conflict with any part ol the 
provisions ol this act, and no further. 

Duly nine membeis voted against 
the bill. They were Messrs. Foree,. 
Gillispie, J. W. Morgan, Napier, 
Pence, Speight, Andrew Thompson, 
Violett and Carroll, three sound mon- 
ey Democrats, three Republicans and 
three Iree silver Democrats. 

After the joint session several bills 
were advanced to their second readi ng 
and the House then adjourned.

The tactihcea that 
have thna been made by large c >mbi- 
nationa of capiul In theae timea and 
in every part of the country, if they 
were Inlly known, would go (ar to- 
ward! making ua forget the grlevoua 
WTonga that have been done by con- 
acienceleaa truata and the political 
corruption which they have practiced. 

Thia ia the other aide of the atory 
ol tmata and other combinationa of 
capital. It will be aeen that they 
have their virtuea aa well aa their 
vicca, and the former aa well aa the 
latter mnat be taken into conalderatlon 
by the legialator when he nndertakea 
to frame an Anti-Truatlaw, otherwiae 
he may do the country a grlevoua 
wrong. It ia nnderatood now, in the 
recent Supreme Court deciaion, that 
a law which makea criminal a re«aon. 
able agreement, even il it be no re- 
atraint of trade, ia a bad law, and it 
ought to be underatood, aa a corollary 
to the propoaition, that it la difficult, 
if not impoaaible, to irame any law 
that will puniah all contracla in re- 
al raint ol trade, that will not at the 
aame time unhappily interfere w itb 
combinationa of capital and labor that 
are wholeaome and beneficent, and 
that ought, therefore, to be always 
lawful. There ought to be lawa lor 
the prevention and puniahment of the 
opprcaalona of truata. and againat 
their undue aggrandizement; and 
there ought to be no law that will en- 
courage and aid in their formation at 
the expenae of the reat of the com- 
munity — that will change In their be- 
half natural conditiona which, aa the 
world la governed at prevent, are 
anCBclently friendly to them. II the 
tendency ol truata toward tyranny 
and corruption cannot be prevented 
by the law, it might be better, fi r 
the aake of the oiuntry, to forego the 
bicaainga that reaull from cumbina- 
tiona ol capital. Hut we ate not yet 
ready to admit that the democratic 
form of government iaao incompetent 
aa thia. When the legialator goea | 
beyond thia, however, and undertakea i 
to regulaU the deUila ol the buaineaa 
of corporatlona, he ia likely to find 
himaelf in anch a alougb ol deapond 
aa the framera of the Anti Truat lawa j 
are 'placed in by the recent deciaion 
of the Sudreme Court.— [Harper'a 
Weekly.

1HD4 and 1805. *Tbe method of prepara- 
tion of diagrams has been to take the 
minimum ciroulailon of the period as a 
base line and to reduce the amounts on 
other dates to pcrcetitages of this. In 
this W’sy a (vnimon measure has been 
secured, and comparison of one dia- 
gram with another is faollltateil.** I

circulation. Mr. Hoot thus eiplains 
the changes in Canada and SroUaJid: 
“For instance, on comparing th# clr- 
culstiun of Canada and Scotland, tho 
first thing noticed la that In Scotland 
there are two upwnrd movements, one 
culminating In May and the other In 
N'oreniber, while in Canada the former 
movement Is entlr^y slwent and tha 
other occurs one month earlier than In 
Scotland. The explanation will without 
doubt be found lo the Sooteh practice 
ef making payments on mortgages, In- 
terst. annuities, etc., at those dstee — e 
practice not followed so extensively In 
Canada. 

**Xn general a single annual mov^ 
ment may be aald to cbanurteiin agri- 
cultural communities. Thlsocoursln 
the fall, and la due to what we hare 
coma to coll *mov1ng the cropa.' Ita 
explanation may be found In the fact 
that farmers as a class are not secua- 
tomed to make use of bank deposits, 
ond consequently when payments are 
made to them for their cro|>s (largeJy 
at a single season of the year) the sur- 
plus over immediate payments is re- 
quired by them In the form of notes-^t , 
^Ing unqncstionsldy true that In any 
of our agricultural comnniiiltfes In this 
country the average farmer bus in hla 
possession during the six weeks follow- 
ing the sale of bis crop a much larger 
amount of currency than during the 
rest of the year. The result in the ag- 
gregate is on extraordinary demand, 
such as that which leads In Csnads to 
an annual expansion of 20 |>er cent. In 
the liank circulation.** 

Undoubtedly the needs for ciirnency 
Jo the United States change about os 
much as In Canada, but the cost of buy- 
ing bonds at a higfi preinhun on which 
notes can be issued only to 00 (>er cent, 
of their par mine, the red tape neces- 
sary to obtain theee notes from the gov- 
ernment and the tax on circulation 
make a delay and cost in increasing tbe 
circulation which practically prohibit 
an increase until the nce<) for such in- 
crease Is paat. Therefore interest rates 
In this country run up rapidly in Au- 
gust and 8epteml>er without appreci- 
ably affec'ting the supply of currency. 

In Scotland nnd Canada the machin- 
ery necessary to increase the supply of 
currency. Is simple and is entirely In the 
hands of the banks; hence the cost and 
delay necessary ore much less than with 
us. ThiM In Canada n fmv big l>anks 
with numerous '*branoh banks'* supply 
all part* uf the country with currency. 
When more money Is needl'd In any 
province ~ as In Manltolia when the 
wbeot crop Is l«einghaneste<l~ratesof 
Interest l»egin to rise. The proflta of sup- 
plying currency In this province are In- 
creased, and linniediatvly additional 
supplies of currency are sent from the 
big l>ank8 in Montreal, Quebec or To- 
ronto to their branch banks In Mani- 
I iol>a. Thus the cost of moving the crops 
'■ Is mm*h lower In Cunxuln than in the 
' Utiitetl States, where rotes of Interest 
go up niiildcwvn witlioiit nmterioJly 
changing the supply of currency. Of 
' course the farmers, through increased 
' rom|H'tltk)n of Ividdtrs, who obtain 
' plenty of money at low rates of inte-rest 
and can affonl to pay high {wices, reap 
most of the benefit. 

I There arc other advantages con- 
nc'ctwl with "branch banka" which It Is 
unneoesnary to explain here. It la snfll- 
cient to sny that In Canada there is no 
silver question to disturb business and 
occupy the time of polltiolans and leg- 
Islatora. It is not likely that we will 
have flnmieial pence until we greatly 
Improve our banking and currency s>s- 
terns.

, death. Of oourae under the circum- 
stances the notes are accepted. Weyter, 
however, forgot to decree that prices 
should not be raised, and the Cuban 
sliopkcepera are mean enough to try to 
defeat the experiment by raising prices. 
So far they have only doubled jiricMi, 
but eaK'-li one is trying to see how high 
he can put prices, and the ond is not in 
sight. 

Come to think of It, high prices, con- 
! stonily growing hlgiier, have dcfeate<i 
uJl {loat ex|)eriuienta with |Mii>er 
money. lVrhu|Mi Weyler, by comx'tlng 
this little defect, ui^y yet demoii.'itnite 
that greenbackers are right and that 
cheep money, by ]>roper legUlatlon. cun 
lie made just cu g<oo<1 ns moiK-y nm4le 
from costly metals. WliLt a boon plenty 
of money would be to mankind I Sue*

**In my judgment the (frovest defect 
in our present flnanoial system is ite t 
lock of elasticity. * * * The <1emaml ” 
for money, in tbiacountry. ta ao irregular | 
tbkt an amount of circulation which , 
.will be ample during ten months of the , 
year will frequently prove ao deficient | 
during the other two montha aa to cause ; 
atringency and commerciol dianster. ' 
The cropa of the country have reached 
proportlonaaolmmenaethfil their move- , 
ment to market, in August and Septero* 
ber, annually cauaea a dangerous ab- 
•orptlon of money. Thu lack of a sufll- 
(Olent supply to meet the Increased de- 
mands during thoee months may entail 
heavy losses upon the ugricultural as 
well as upon other business Interests.** 
How hard and inolaatlc is our present 
unsoleDtiflo currency system, or lock of 
ayatem, is opparent when a comporiaou 
is made with the currency systems of 
other countries. In a pamphlet recently 
Issued by the sound currency commit^ 
tee of the Keform club Mr. L. Carroll 
Hoot niustratea the relative elasticity 
of 20 different banking systems in 10 
different countries, lie says: 

**Tbe data secured include weekly or 
monthly atatementa of the outstanding 
circulation of the leading bonk cur- 
rency eysteroa of the world. The period 
covered in each cate is the two years 
1804 and 1808. llie method of prepara- 
tion of diagrams has been to take the 
minimum circulation of the period os o 
base line and to reduce the nmounta on 
other dotes to percentages of tills. In 
this way a common measure has been 
secured, and comparison of one dia- 
gram with another is facilitated.** I 

We reproduce below three of Mr. 
Hoot's diagrams which show in a strik- « 
Ing way the great difference In elastlcl- [ 
ty of currencies in Scotland, Canada and , 
the United Btalea. I 



ihli ohangt la aecounfad for not by tea 
chatigitig neciU for currency a.t differ* 
ent |>er)ods of the yenr, but by themlea 
of rnite<l States bonds, which made It 
convenient for banks to increase their 
circulation. Mr. Hcmt thus explains 
the changes in Canaila and Scotland: 

"For Instance, on comparing the cir- 
culation of ('annda and Scotland, the 
first thing noticed ta that in Scotland 
there ere two upwikrtl movements, one 
culminating In May aiwl the other In 
November, while Jn Canada the former 
movement la enttiroly absent and tha 
other occurs one month earlier than in 
Scotland. The explanation will without 
doubt be found Id the Seoteb praotica 
ef making payments oa mortgages, in- 
terat. annuities, etc., at those dates — m 
practice not followed ao extensively In 
Canada. 

"In general a single annual move- 
ment may be aaid to cbaracterise ngri- 
coltural cofnmunltlea. This occurs In 
the fall, and la due to whet we have 
come to call *movlrtg the cropa.* Ite 
explanation may be found in the fact 
that formera as a class are not aocua- 
toined to make use of bonk depoeits, 
and consequently w*hcn payments ore 
made to them for their cropa (largely 
at a single season of the year) the sur- 
plus over immediate payments is re- 
quired by them in the fonn of note*— It 
l^lng iinquestionaldy true that in any 
of our agricultural communities In this 
country the average farmer hoa In bia 
possession during the six %v«eks follow- 
ing the sale of hla crop a much larger 
amount of currency than during the 
reel of the year. The result In the ag- 
gregate la an extraordinary demand, 
such as that which leads in Canada to 
an annual expansion of 20 |>er cent. In 
the bank elrculatlon.** 

Undoubtedly the needs for currency 
In the United States chongc about oa 
much as in ('ansda, but the ooat of buy- 
ing bonds at a hlgti premium on which 
notes can be Issued only to 00 per cent, 
of their par value, the red tape neces- 
sary to obtain there notes from the gov- 
ernment and the tax on circulation I 
make n delay sik) coat in Increasing the I 
circulation which practically prohibit | 
an increase until the need for such In- 
crease la past. Therefore interest rates 
In ibis country run up nipidly in Au- 
gust ond Septemlwr w'lthout appreci- 
ably affecting the supply of currency. 

In Rcotlsnd nnd Canadn the machin- 
ery necessary to Increase the supply of 
currency, is simple and is entirely in the 
hands of the banks; hence the cost and 
delay necessary are much less than with 
ua. Thus in Canada a fmv big banka 
with numerous **branch banks" supply 
all parts of the countr)’ with currency. 
When more money la needed In any 
prorinoe » »a in Manitoba when the 
wheat crop la lieing harvested— rates of 
Interest l>egin to rise. The profits of sup- 
plying currimey In this pnnince ore In- 
crensc<l, and linmediatriy additional 
supplies of currency are sent from the 
big Iwinks in .Nfontrcsvl, Quebec or To- 
ronto to theJr branch banks in Mani- 
toba. Thus the cost of moving the crops 
is niiiHi lower in Camula than In the 
Uniteil States, where rates of interest 
go up iinddoAvn witliout nmterinlly 
changing the supply of currency. Of 
course the famicm, through increased 
com|H>tition of Itidders, who obtain 
plenty of money ot low rates of Interest 
and can offonl to pay high prices, reap 
most of the benefit. 

There arc other advantages con- 
nected with **brunch bunks" which it Is 
unnecessary to explain here. It Is suffi- 
cient to say that In Canada there is uo 
silver question to disturb bnsim*SB and 
occupy the time of polliitHans ond leg- 
islators. It Is not likely that we will 
have flnaiicial pence until we greatly 
Improve our banking and currency sys- 
tems.
